WE WILL GET IT 
RIGHT SAY GPs 


A BUSY GP surgery in the centre 
of Banbury has said it is ‘extremely 
optimistic’ about the future despite 
a low rating in a newly-published 
Care Quality Commission report. 

Inspectors from the health watchdog 
visited Horsefair Surgery in late August 
this year and concluded that safety, ef¬ 
fectiveness and leadership were below 
par. 

It comes just a month after the 
18,000-patient surgery closed its Mid¬ 
dleton Cheney branch and gave notice 
to NHS England that it was negotiating 
with a new provider. 

The report noted: “The practice had 
6.5 whole time equivalent GPs and this 
was due to drop to five in October. 

“The practice was struggling to meet 
the demands of its patient population 
with this number of GPs.” 

Medicine fridges were found to be too 
warm and the door to the rooms where 
vaccines and emergency medicines 
were stored was left open. 

A telephone consultation service 
where patients were called back by GPs 
within two hours for an urgent concern, 
or 48 hours for routine ones, was also 
flagged up as a potential risk as recep¬ 
tionists did not have any guidance on 
how to ensure high risk symptoms were 
prioritised.

Elsewhere the report added: “The GPs 
recognised they were not repeating all 
audits as intended...due to the addition¬ 
al demand placed on GPs since they had 
lost partners to illness and had a signifi¬ 
cant reduction in their nursing team.” 

However, it found patients were 
treated with ‘compassion, dignity and 
respect’ and the surgery was well- 
equipped to treat patients and their 
needs. 

Since the visit, the fridge temperature 
issue has been resolved and Horsefair’s 
appointment book is now being colour- 
coded to make sure urgent and rou¬ 
tine appointments are distinguished. 
Receptionists are now in a dedicated 
call-taking area and supported by a 
clinician at all times ahead of a move 
to a software diagnostic assistant in 
January. Meanwhile the surgery is 
still securing a new partnership to 
manage the practice within which 
three of its doctors will still work. 

Practice general manager Di Ken- 
nard said since September Horsefair 
had faced a ‘significant’ loss of GPs at 
a time of rising patient demand. 

She said: “We began to look closely 
at the traditional model of doctoring 


and realised that in order to survive we 
needed to make some changes. 

“The GP plays more of a consultant 
role at Horsefair, with the other team 
members onward referring for any¬ 
thing which needs GP input. 

“Recruitment of GPs is an issue 
across the country. Oxfordshire is an 
expensive place and perhaps it’s per¬ 
ceived as not as glamorous as London 
for newly-qualified GPs. We feel we are 
an innovative practice and have a lot to 
offer to clinicians - Banbury is a great 
place to live and work and opportunities 
are really varied.” 

She added: “There is a determination 
to get things right for each and every 
patient and we are extremely optimistic 
about the future.”

MORE than 350 people gath¬ 
ered in Banbury to take part 
in the parade on Remem¬ 
brance Sunday. 

They included serving soldiers, 
veterans, cadets, representatives 
of the town’s clubs and societies, 
police, firemen and paramedics. 

The civic procession included 
mayor Gordon Ross, Oxford¬ 
shire’s Deputy Lieutenant Sir 
Tony Baldry, Cherwell District 
Council chairman Chris Heath, 
town clerk Mark Recchia and 
town councillors. 

Mr Ross, 78, who is originally 
from Aberdeen, said: “It was 
a fantastic turnout and heart¬ 
warming to see so many there for 
the servicemen who sacrificed 
their lives, and in some cases 
their futures. 

“We sometimes forget the 
troops who are so badly damaged 
by their experience of war that it 
affects them for the rest of their 
lives. 

“My brother, George Ross, died 
in 1983 when he was 60. He was in 
the Royal Navy and joined before 
the outbreak of the Second World 
War. 

“His ship, a destroyer called 
HMS Zulu, was sunk in 1942 dur¬ 
ing a raid on Tobruk Harbour in 
Libya and he was stranded in the 
water for a long time before he 
was rescued. 

“The experience stayed with 
him and it gave him nightmares 
for the rest of his life. 

“I really value the work of the 
Royal British Legion because it

A GREAT-GRANDFA¬ 
THER has called for im¬ 
provement at the Horton 
General Hospital after a 
traumatic stay in which 
he described it as ‘the 
worst place I have ever 
been’. 

Jerrold ‘Joe’ Darby, 79, 
was taken by ambulance 
to the Banbury hospital on 
Wednesday, October 19, after 
suffering a minor heart at¬ 
tack. 

Following a week on blood¬ 
thinning medication on the 
hospital’s acute Laburnum 
Ward, the Bicester resident 
said his nerves had been 
shattered by the experience. 

He said: “What the staff do 
in the time they have is un¬ 
believable. But the place was 
havoc. The ward I was in was 
the worst place I have ever 
been. 

“One man was not in the 
correct bed. He had had an 
accident and could not speak 
properly, and kept pulling 
himself down the side of the 
bed. 

“Another chap had demen¬ 
tia. One night they hadn’t 
put the screen around prop¬ 
erly and the poor old boy was 
there naked, being washed. 

“The hospital was so full. 
There was no space for any¬ 
body to go. At night the noise 
of the patients, through no 
fault of their own due to ill¬ 
ness, was absolutely atro¬ 
cious.” 

Following a visit to the 
John Radcliffe Hospital for 
a heart inspection Mr Darby 
returned to the Horton to be 
told by a surgeon to ‘get as 
much rest as possible’. 

But he said he was un¬ 
able to sleep due to constant 
noise, and on one occasion 
ran out of the ward in the 
middle of the night and was 
calmed down by nurses.

He said: “I broke down. I 
said I wanted quiet and the 
sister said my nurse would 
take me back to bed. There 
wasn’t anywhere else to go. 

“It is under-staffed. On 
my last night the nurse was 
rushing up and down on her 
own. She was kind enough to 
give me sleeping pills.” 

On being discharged a 
week later, Mr Darby said: 
“It was horrendous. That 
place, from the first night 
until I left, built up so much 
that I’m amazed I managed 
to stay there. 

“I promised the nurses I 
would highlight the prob¬ 
lems. They do wonderful 
things in the face of cut¬ 
backs.” 

Recent figures showed that 
hospital admissions across 
the UK had hit a record high, 
with patients aged 65 to 69 
making up the largest group 
of patients. 

Unusually Oxfordshire has 
bucked the national trend, 
with a total of 199,059 ad¬ 
mitted to county hospitals 
during 2015/16 - down from 
222,948 the year before - but 
individual data for the Hor¬ 
ton was not available from 
NHS Digital. 

Catherine Stoddart, chief 
nurse at Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Foundation 
Trust, said: “While any com¬ 
plaint is obviously a sign 
that we have not provided 
the best possible care for a 
patient and is therefore dis¬ 
appointing, it gives us an 
opportunity to improve our 
services further.” 

“For that reason, we active¬ 
ly encourage people to give 
us their feedback, positive 
and negative, and we pass all 
feedback on to our services.” 
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Town takes award lead 
as vote deadline looms 


Final push for support as 
high streets across the 
country vie for top honour

WITH just 24 hours to go un¬ 
til voting closes, Banbury 
has overtaken Blackburn to 
become the frontrunner for 
the Great British High Street 
award. 

The competition, run by the De¬ 
partment for Communities and 
Local Government, celebrates the 
work being done to revive, adapt 
and diversify high streets across 
the UK. 

Over the last few weeks Ban¬ 
bury closed the gap on Blackburn, 
which was in first place for the 
public vote, and last Friday over¬ 
took the Lancashire town for the 
first time in the Town Centre cat¬ 
egory 

Earlier this month, judges vis¬ 
ited the town. Councillor Lynn 
Pratt, Cherwell District Council’s 
lead for estates and the economy, 
said: “We were able to visit local 
independent businesses and meet 
with partners from the town coun¬ 
cil and organisations such as Visit 
Banbury, all of whom work really 


hard to promote the town centre. 

“Banbury’s entry is all about cel¬ 
ebrating the co-operation between 
these partners and the wider com¬ 
munity which works, lives and 
shops in the town centre. 

“Backing from the general pub¬ 
lic and businesses is really impor¬ 
tant, not only for this competition 
but for our continued efforts to 
support the town.” 

The competition is being judged 
by government officials and Brit¬ 
ish Land, a national retail prop¬ 
erty investment trust. 

The decision as to which town 
has the best high street is based 50 
per cent on the judges’ vote and 50 
per cent on the public vote. 

Both Banbury and Blackburn 
have received more than 15,000 
votes each. High Streets Minister 
Andrew Percy said: “More than 
300,000 votes have been cast in the 
competition so far, proving that 
people are passionate about their 
high streets.” 

The town that wins the contest 
will receive a prize pot worth 
£100,000 and training from Goog¬ 
le’s digital taskforce and Twitter 
for local shops, bars and restau¬ 
rants. 

This year’s competition saw a re¬ 
cord 900 entries across 14 catego¬ 
ries. Votes for Banbury can be cast 
online until tomorrow at thegreat- 
britishhighstreet.co.uk

Town M&S stores 
future in doubt 

TWO Marks & Spencer branches in 
Banbury are among those thought to be at 
risk of closure. 

The retailer announced it planned to 
close 30 of its large stores earlier this 
month, with another 45 to be downsized or 
replaced by Simply Food outlets. 

And experts at the Local Data Company 
have now compiled a list of at-risk outlets, 
including those in Banbury’s Castle Quay 
Shopping Centre and the Banbury 
Gateway Shopping Park. 

The list is not officially produced by 
M&S, which has not revealed stores that 
may close. But Local Data Company 
director Matthew Hopkinson said: “If one 
removes the large urban centres such as 
London, Glasgow and other cities, there 
are 22 towns where one might question 
the need for two stores.”

Graduate finishes her 
challenge of running 
length of Scandinavia

WHILE most postgradu¬ 
ates try to settle into the 
real world after leaving 
university, Sophie Roon¬ 
ey embarked on a three- 
month journey running 
the length of Scandinavia 
on her own. 

The Banbury resident was 
living up to her motto of ‘dar¬ 
ing mighty things’ when she 
set off on her hike in August 
in Nordkapp, Norway and 
ran through Finland, Swe¬ 
den and Denmark. 

Sophie originally aimed 
to finish her expedition by 
the end of October, but her 
3,000-kilometre long trek 
came to an end on Sunday 
at the German border just 
north of Flensburg. 

She said: “Honestly I am so 
excited to go home because I 
am very tired. But I am also 
really scared to go back home 
and get back to real life. It re¬ 
ally is amazing out here. 

“Each place I visit, I keep 
telling myself I have to come 
back but the list keeps get¬ 
ting longer. 

“The idea of waking up and 
not having to walk 40 kilome¬ 


tres sounds very nice.” 

The 24-year-old who had 
just finished her degree in 
Nottingham, said she was 
inspired by long distance 
runner Aleks Kashefi, who is 
currently running a Europe¬ 
an trail, which extends from 
Norway to Sicily, in less than 
six months. 

Sophie’s trip was no easy 
feat and her aim to run at 
least 40 kilometres a day 
eventually landed her in hos¬ 
pital. 

A few weeks into her ad¬ 
venture, she found herself 


feeling ill and not being able 
to run more than three kilo¬ 
metres and was forced to put 
her journey on hold. 

She said: “It got to the point 
where I’d have to lie down 
because I was feeling ill but 
I kept telling myself I would 
feel better tomorrow. I went 
to the hospital hoping to get 
prescribed pills for a virus, 
but they whisked me off to 
the emergency room where 
they told me I had a bleeding 
ulcer.” 

After her stint in hospital, 
Sophie was advised to limit 


her running to 20 kilometres 
a day, but she admitted that 
her shortest distance was 
running 30. 

Sophie has raised nearly 
£2,000 for three charities 
through her Virgin Money 
Giving page and plans to give 
talks at schools when she re¬ 
turns. 

She added: “I had just fin¬ 
ished my degree so I had 
been looking for the next 
thing to sink my teeth into 
and I didn’t know what to do 
career-wise so it was good to 
go out and have a think.”

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Pub fined for 
putting lives of 
guests at risk 

A PUB has been fined more than 
£9,000 for providing ‘dangerous’ 
accommodation. 

The Swan Pub, South Bar Street 
in Banbury, was prosecuted by 
Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue after 
no action was taken following an 
inspection which found 
‘dangerous practices and 
inadequate fire safety’. 

The pub continued renting out 
rooms despite being given a 
prohibition notice and director 
Alan O’Donovan was ordered to 
pay £9,200 at Oxford Magistrates 
Court on November 1. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
deputy leader Rodney Rose said: 
“It is just not acceptable to put 
people’s lives at risk.” 

Mr O’Donovan admitted three 
charges including failure to take 
general fire precautions as were 
reasonably required to ensure the 
first-floor bedrooms were safe for 
public use, failure to ensure it was 
possible for persons using these 
rooms to evacuate the premises as 
quickly and safely as possible and 
failure to equip the premises with 
an appropriate fire alarm and 
detection system. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
Fire and Rescue Service’s Stuart 
Garner said: “Mr O’Donovan was 
aware of the fire risk assessment 
findings and recommendations, 
but as the court agreed, he failed 
to act upon the outcomes in a 
timely manner, thus placing the 
public at unnecessary and 
unjustified risk of fire.”

WHEN former RAF techni¬ 
cian Mr D Trump took his 
car in for a MOT, mechan¬ 
ics spotted his surname and 
wished him luck in the Pres¬ 
idential election.

MORE than 4,000 extra homes could be 
built in Cherwell over the next 15 years to 
help Oxford's unmet housing need. 

Cherwell District Council's executive 
approved the launch of a public 
consultation on how the district should 
accommodate the 4,400 extra homes at a 
meeting on Monday. 


The new homes earmarked for the area 
by the Oxfordshire Growth Board will come 
in addition to the 22,840 already in the 
council's Local Plan, an important planning 
document outlining sustainable areas for 
development until 2031. 

Kidlington will bear the brunt, with 2,200 
of the homes allocated near Begbroke, to 


the west of Kidlington. A further 1,650 
homes are earmarked for the south east of 
Kidlington, with the final 550 allocated to 
the south east of the village.

Worthy spin-off sets scene 



Cake Bookworm 


The Chemist by Stephenie Meyer 
is published in hardback by 
Sphere, priced £20 (ebook 
£9.99) 

AS the author behind the 
bestselling Twilight vampire 
romance series which became 
essential reading for millions of 
tweens and teenagers and sparked 
box office gold dust, Stephenie 
Meyer needs no introduction. But 
for anyone wondering whether 
that alchemy would translate 
into a mainstream thriller for 
adults, her novel The Chemist 
comfortably passes the litmus test. 
The central female character is a 
fiercely independent and highly 
intelligent medic who worked for a 
clandestine US government agency 
using her molecular chemical 
know-how to interrogate enemies 
of the state. Now on the run from 
those same authorities, her survival 
depends on never trusting anyone. 
Gutsy and full-on from page one, 
this is a rip-roaring thriller in the 
best tradition, but its real charm lies 
in Meyer's engaging key characters. 


Let's hope that we see more of 
them. 

Under A Pole Star by Stef Penney

FLORA Mackie is drawn to the 
frozen wastes of the Arctic Circle 
like a moth to a naked flame. 
Having visited the perilous lands 
at the age of 12, the daughter of a 
Dundee whaling ship captain feels 
her very being is inexorably linked 
with the land of the Eskimo and 
freezing temperatures. Stef Penney, 
who delighted audiences with the 
award-winning The Tenderness 
Of Wolves, has returned with 
another epic tale of heroic deeds. 
Mackie, named the Snow Queen 
by a newspaper editor, returns 
to embrace the dangers of her 
second home as leader of a British 
expedition, faced with competition 
from a group of Americans hell 
bent on defying the dangers to 
explore uncharted land. With the 
aim of discovering new territory 
and naming it for their wealthy 


backers, both groups take on 
the outlook of the native people 
whose view of life is coloured by 
the closeness of death. Mackie also 
gets the chance to return many 
years later, but only she knows 
what secrets she will reveal in this 
gripping story of mankind's folly. 
Five Go Parenting (Enid Blyton for 
Grown Ups) by Bruno Vincent 
is published in hardback by 
Quercus, priced £7.99 (ebook 
£3.99) 

SO we've had numerous Ladybirds 
for Grown-ups, Haynes Explains 
Mini Manuals on subjects such as 
Marriage and Pensioners, and now 
the Enid Blyton estate has given its 
blessing for a series of parodies of 
the author's best-loved children's 
books: The Famous Five , including 
Five On Brexit Island , Five Go On 
A Strategy Away Day and Five Go 
Gluten Free , the books have all 
been lovingly penned by Bruno 
Vincent, with tongue very firmly 
in cheek. The series will make an 
excellent Christmas present for 
Blyton's now grown-up fans. 


FANTASTIC BEASTS AND WHERE TO 
FIND THEM (12A, 133 mins) 
Fantasy/ Adventure/Action/ 
Drama/Comedy/Romance. 
Eddie Redmayne, Katherine 
Waterston, Dan Fogler, Alison 
Sudol, Colin Farrell, Samantha 
Morton, Ezra Miller, Johnny 
Depp. Director: David Yates 
THE pixie dust may have settled 
on Harry Potter’s cataclysmic 
battle with Lord Voldemort, but 
author J K Rowling isn’t ready 
to cast an Evanesco vanishing 
spell on her world of warring 
wizards just yet. 

Fantastic Beasts And Where To 
Find Them is a rollicking spin¬ 
off set several decades before 
the escapades of the boy wizard, 
with a lightning bolt-shaped 
scar. 

It’s also the first film penned 
for the screen by Rowling and is 
a surprisingly bleak affair about 
tolerance, prejudice and 
integration that strikes an 
ominous chord following the 
racially divisive rhetoric of the 
US Presidential election. 

“I know you have rather 
backwards laws about relations 
with non-magic people,” British 
magizoologist Newt Scamander 
(Eddie Redmayne) tells an 
American counterpart. 

Tensions between No-Majs 
(the clunky Americanism for 
Muggles) and spell-casting folk 
underpin every scene of David 
Yates’ visually sumptuous 
picture - the opening chapter of 
a five-film franchise that will be 
apparating into cinemas until 
2024. 

As origin stories go, Fantastic 
Beasts... is a crowd-pleasing 
doozy 

Zealots called the Second 
Salemers, led by Mary Lou 
Barebone (Samantha Morton) 
and her adopted son Credence 
(Ezra Miller), preach hell and 
damnation in 1926 New York, 
following a reign of terror 
perpetrated by dark wizard 
Gellert Grindelwald (Johnny 
Depp). 

Newt Scamander (Redmayne) 


arrives in the Big Apple at the 
height of this paranoia, 
carrying an enchanted suitcase 
with hidden pocket-dimensions 
full of endangered critters. 

A No-Maj called Jacob 
Kowalski (Dan Fogler) 
accidentally picks up Newt’s 
luggage and releases 
otherworldly species in breach 
of the Statute of Secrecy. 

Beasties go on the rampage 
and Newt attempts to recapture 
them aided by Jacob, a former 
Auror called Porpentina 
Goldstein (Katherine Waterston) 
and her mind-reading sister, 
Queenie (Alison Sudol). 

Percival Graves (Colin 
Farrell), Director of Magical 
Security, is convinced that 
Newt’s illegally imported 
creatures are responsible for a 
brutal attack. 

He declares war on the 
fugitives in a city where dark 
forces are gathering. 

Fantastic Beasts And Where To 
Find Them reunites director 
Yates, who helmed the last four 
Harry Potter films, with other 
Hogwarts alumni, including 
editor Mark Day, production 
designer Stuart Craig and visual 
effects supervisors Tim Burke 
and Christian Manz. 

The look and feel of this 
opening instalment is 
comfortingly familiar. 

Redmayne plays a charmingly 
ill-at-ease hero, whose unerring 
dedication to creatures in his 
care draws some fond parallels 
with Hagrid.

Waterston is a spunky, if 
underserved, foil, while Fogler 
and Sudol illuminate their 
swoonsome romantic comedy 
subplot. 

The beasts are a menagerie of 
the weird and wondrous, 
including an emotionally needy 
woodland biped called a 
Bowtruckle. 

Set and costume design, 
embellished with digital 
trickery, are flawless and No-Maj 
Jacob speaks for all when he 
first glimpses behind the 
wizarding curtain. 

“I don’t think I’m dreaming,” 
he tells himself. 

“I don’t have the brains to 
make this up!”
